Claims 3 and 6 have been 
amended to depend from allowed claim 2. Claims 4-5 depend from claim 3. Claim? 
depends from claim 6. Claims 41 and 44 depend from claim 12, which has been 
amended to include the limitations of allowed claim2.

41. Therefore, Applicants submit that claims 3-7, 12 and 41-44 are in condition for 
allowance. 

Claims 19 and 21 were rejected as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 5,91 8,022 
issued to Batzetal. Claims 19 and 21 have been canceled. Thus, the rejection of 

claims 1 9-21 as being anticipated by Batz is moot.

Claims 8-10, 13, 15-18,45 and 47-48 were rejected as being unpatentable over 
Kirby in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,085,328 issued to Klein et al. (Klein). Claims 8-10 
depend from claim 6, which has been amended to depend from allowed claim 2. Claims 
13 and 1 5-18 have been amended to depend from allowed claim 2. Claims 45 and 47-48 
depend from claim 1 2, which has been amended to include the limitations of allowed 
claim 2. Therefore, Applicants submit that claims 8-10, 13 and 15-18, 45 and 47-48 are 

in condition for allowance. 

Claim 20 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. 

Patent No. 5,918,022 issued to Batz et al. (ifcte). Claim 20 has been canceled. Thus, the 

rejection of claim 20 as being unpatentable over Batz is moot. 

Subject Matter 

Claims 2, 14, 23-27, 29-32, 34-36, 38-40, 46 and 49-55 were allowed.
